Clara 
County, was enacted last night shortly 
after twelve o'clock, resulting In the 
wiping out of the entire family of Col- 
onel R. P. McGllncy, one of the most 
prominent residents of Campbell Dis- 
trict, elz miles southwest of San Jose. 


Colonel McGltncy, Mrs. McGlihcy, 


her «on and daughter, Minnie Shesler, 
B. servant, and Robert Brlsco, hired 
man. were victim* in the terrible trag- 
edy enacted by the son-in-law of Mrs. 
tJtfcGllncy. Jamee Dunham. 


The only survivor of the family Is 


[Dunham's baby, who was found eleep- 
Jng peacefully by the side of Its dead 
mother.

VICTORIA, B. C., May 27.—The most 


terrible accident which ever occurred here 
was the falling of an electric car through 
Point Ellloe bridge yesterday afternoon. 


A etem battle, as part of the programme 


In celebrating the birthday of Queen Vic- 
toria, attracted immense crowds and all 
the oars were crowded. 


The ear on which the accident occurred 


held about eighty people. 


The car went through the bridge and 


fell into deep water seventy-five feet be- 
low. 


The weight of the car dragged it to the 


bottom, and the passengers inside were 
drowned, only those on She outside being 
able to escape from the death trap. 


The •bodies of forty-seven have already 


been recovered, but more art believed to 
have perished. 


The work of rescuing the living and re- 


covering the bodies of the dead was diffi- 
cult. 


Every available boat In the vicinity was 


Passed into service and a faw passengers 
who were floating on debris were picked 
up. 


Several carrtages were on the bridge 


when it broke and they went Into the 
water. At least two children who 'had 
been In carriage* were also drowned. 


The bridge Wad been condemned two 


years ago, and then the Government engi- 
neer* patched It up with iron and pro- 
nounced tt,*afe. 


TM* bridge had been built for carriages 


and was never Intended to bear heavy 
can. 


Diver* have been at work over since the 


disaster trying to recover the bodies from 
the car,, which is submerged eight fathoms 
beJoiT the surface of tihe water. 


Later—Sixty-one bodies have BO far been 


recovered.

20th. 1894. The drop fell at 


9:21.30, and he was pronounced dead in 
nine minutes.

On December 30, J894, Ellington shot

home in this city. Ellington met his 
victim, passed, and then wheeled and 
shot him In the back.

awaiting the result of the act 


After Brlggs' death, Ellington -was 


given an examination and bound over. 


At the ensuing term of the District 


Court, In January, he was convicted 
of murder In the first degree and 
tenced to hang-.

preme Court .and at the March term of 
tho District Court ho was re-sentenced 
to hang on May 27. 


The trouble over which the shooting 


occured arose from business-matters. 
Ellirgton had worked for Brlggg and 
lived at his house.

A pair 
of tramps passing along the road be- 
tween Llvermoru and In the direction 
of Arroyo Valle, found a farmer's team 
straying along tho road. 


They took possession of the 'horses 
und wagon and drove, theim along in Mio 
direction In which they had found them 
going. 


The team was soon recognized by 
farmers as belonging to Feoband and 
wa» nnally taken to the Feeband home, 
where •much .surprise was occasioned by 
the failure of .the owner to return with 
the horses. 


The tramps said they had found the 
team wandering along nml made up 
their inimls to take the horses to their 
owner. 


A .-search w.is then mode along tin- 
road for Fceband, and at about 0:30 
o clock In the evening the missing man 
was found lying in an unconscious con- 
dition In the ditch beside -thi» road-' 
ivay. His head was covered with blood 
and his face was covered with dlscol- 
oratlons. He was taken to Liverm-ore 
where lie received medical attendance 
a.nd where It was ascertained that his 
bkull wan fractured.

"It has been reserved to the Twen- 


tieth century to witness the birth and 
development of organizations similar 
to the Centra! Fed-ration of Woman's,'

ual for the good of the whole; that 
freedom under the law which is the 
highest development of the personal- 
ity.

"The marked characteristics of wo-

trades and professions which underlie 
the home: and yet from the fact that 
they lack the spirit of solidarity thej 
aro in constant danger of losing the 
reward 
of their labor. It Is safe to 


say. toowever. that they are rapidly 
learning1 the lesson of association. 


"The woman's club has an econom- 


ic value; the modern woman Is capable 
and restless and exacts a field for her 
energies; she -would enter Into the com 
petitlvc struggle for exlstc-nce far more
